The Czars were determined im­ 
perialists and colonialists, often at 
the ex pense (rf the ( hinese. Much 
of what is now Sov iet Central Asia 
was taken from northern China by 
lh** Russian Czars.

After the Bolsheviks seized power 
in 1917, there was a brief fever to 
tree subject peoples. It burned itself 
out quickly . The Russian Bear soon 
was clawing about for more honey . 


The Chinese Communist Party (the 
KCI’, or Kung Chan Tang) was bom 
iii 1920. It was wholly a creature of 
Moscow, dominated by the famed 
Mikhail 
Borodin, agent of Stalin's 
| Comintern, and a man named N'gu- 
ven Than—later known as Ho Chih 


Minh. the Red m aster of North Vici 
Nam. 


Stalin ordered the ( hinese Com­ 
munists to join a national front with 
the knnmintaug he aded bv ( hiang 
Kai-shek. 


In 19 27, (hi' Chinese announced 
discov er} (rf a deep plot to deliv er 
China into Communist hands. Chi­ 
aus broke relations with Moscow, 
sent Korodin packing and purg(*d 
Communists from the kuomintang. 


Soviet troops mobilized near the 
Chinese 
border, 
occupied 
several 
Chinese towns, and m ade threaten­ 
ing gestures. Still weak, China capit­ 
ulated. 


Revolt against the Soviet Commu­ 
nists stirred inside the Chinese par­ 
ty - 
Pro-Moscow elements tried to seize 
the party . Stalin ordered proclama­ 
tion of a Soviet Republic of China. 
This was done at Kiangsi in 1931, 
with Mao Tze-tung as chairman. But 
Mao kiter undertook his famed “ long 
m arch ” 
from 
Kiangsi 
to 
Yenan, 
there to set up a capital and prepare 
! for 
the 
revolution—developing 
his 
party out of the reach of the Krem- 
I lin’s long arm . 
The 
Comintern 
ordered 
Mao’s 
part} to unite with Chiang against 
the J apanese. Ostensibly it did as 
it was told. Rut it worked from 
the rear, undermining Chiang. And 
bv 19 12 Mao was strong enough to 
defy the Russians. 
Mao moved against Moscow’s pup­ 
pets. He threw out Wang Ming and 
other pro-Soviet elements. 


I 
Stalin was angry . He told a Yugo- 
i slav Communist leader at the time 
he had ordered the Chinese com­ 
rades to give up their insurrection 
because it 
had 
no prospects. 
He 
seemed to feel Chinese Communists 
had double-crossed him. 
But the Chinese Communists push­ 


ed on to victory in late 1949. Stalin 
summoned Mao to Moscow to sign 
a mutual assistance treaty . Mao was 
obliged, among oilier things, to rec­ 
ognize the final separation of Outer 
Mongolia—first a Czarist then a So­ 
viet satellite—from China. This lias 
rankled ever since in the Red Chi­ 
nese breast. 


The korean 
Mar ami (’hinese 
interv ention

brought 
clear 
indications of new Chinese-Sov iet 
strains ov er influence in Asia. The 
strains 
persisted 
after 
Stalin’s 
death. 


Early in 19 58 . khrushchev -, in a 
speech to the 20th Sov iet Commu­ 


nist 
Party Congress, blasted the 
Image of Stalin and sent a v iolent 
shock wav e through the Communist 
world. 


Hungary revolted. 
This turn of events startled and 
frightened the Red Chinese 
FI vents 
like that could do irreparable dam ­ 
age to the whole world Communist 
movement and thus even spell dan-t 
get' to the Peking regime. 


For a time, Peking and Moscow 
mov ed closer together in the face 
of a common danger. 


But 
once 
the 
danger 
seemed 
past, the bickering began all ov er 
again. 
This time the bickering was des­ 
tined to burgeon into a scrap over
